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PROCEEDINGS OF 

THE CITY BOARD 


OF TRUSTEES 


Petition of Liquor Dealers to Keep Open 
Until 1 a. m. Denied—Water Rate 
Ordinance Laid Over. 


The city board of trustees met in reg¬ 
ular weekly session in the city hall last 
Monday night. 

Albert Raymond, attorney for the 
local water company, appeared before 
the board and asked that the water 
rate ordinance be laid over another 
week and that a committee of the board 
go over the books of the watercompany 
and.investigate its business thoroughly 
before adopting an ordinance. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Healy, it 
was decided that the entire board meet 
with Secretary Geo. H. Chapman of the 
company, on the following Thursday 
at 1 p. m. to investigate the business of 
the company, and action on the ordi¬ 
nance laid over one week. 

A petition signed by the hotel and 
saloon keepers of this city asking that 
they keep their barrooms open until 1 
a. m. instead of 11 p. m., as at present, 
was presented to the board to be acted 
upon. 

Trustees Hickey and Cunningham 
opposed changing the present hour for 
closing to a later one. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, the 
petition was denied. 

Wygant & Collins were granted 
twenty days extension in whmh to 
complete the curb and sidew alk work 
on Baden avenue. 

A communication was received from 
Herman Beebeck asking the board not 
to accept the curb and sidewalk work 
on Linden avenue done by Contractor 
Geo. Casey. He claimed that Casey still 
owed him some money. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, Clerk Smith was instructed to 
inform Mr. Seebeck that the board had 
accepted the work and that it was not 
liable for debts owed by Casey. 

City Attorney Styles gave an opinion 
that if Contractor Casey owed any¬ 
thing on work that his bondsmen are 
responsible. i 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, 
Clerk Smith, in his duty as assessor, 
was instructed to enter the assessment 
of property of the Bay Counties Land 
Company on blanks furnished by it. 

Trustee Cunningham reported he had 
been unable to get a reply from a letter 
sent to Kuperintendent W. B. Law¬ 
rence of the Spring Valley Water Co. 
in a matter of setting a date when a 
committee of the board could confer 
with him on the question of lowering 
the company’s water main in San 
Bruno road in this city. 

The committee was granted further 
time. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese re¬ 
ported that the washouts on Mission 
road and Grand avenue extension had 
been tilled and were ready for rock. 

The committee appointed to inspect 
the curb and sidewalk work on Lux 
avenue reported favorably, and upon 
motion was accepted by the board. 

Manager L. H. Newbert of the Gas 
and Electric Company appeared before 
the board and staled that with the 
number of signatures on a petition 


asking the company to instal gas 
in this city, it would be able to lay 
the mains and furnish gas by July 1st. 
He would like to see more property 
owners names signed to the petition. 

Trustee Cunningham reported the 
Bank of South San Francisco would 
cash all claims against the city provid¬ 
ed they were O. K.’d by the finance 
committee. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, the gen¬ 
eral specifications for curb and side¬ 
walk work were amended so as to pro¬ 
vide that citizens of the United States 
only shall be employed on the work 
and that eight hours shall be a day’s 
work at a rate of $2.50 per day. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Cunningham, City 
Attorney Styles was instructed to pre¬ 
pare an amendment providing that 
meetings of the board shali be held on 
the first and third Monday nights of 
the month hereafter. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, Clerk 
Smith was instructed to write to Louis 
F. Swift in Chicago to set a price on 
two blocks of land at the upper end of 
Linden avenue, owned by the local land 
company, fm city park purposes. 

Trustee Healy introduced resolutions 
of intention to do curb and sidewalk 
work on Bine avenue, between Divi¬ 
sion and Olive avenues, and on Califor¬ 
nia avenue, between San Bruno road 
and Maple avenue. 

Upon motion, they were both adopt¬ 
ed.

Upon the recommendation of Super¬ 
visor Casey, and upon motion of Super¬ 
visor Blackburn, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Francis, Mrs. Alice E. Doyle, a 
widow, was granted $S per month, and 
upon motion of Supervisor Blackburn 
seconded by Supervisor Casey M rs. 
Doyle’s four half orphan children were 
each granted $6 per month. 

A petition signed bv several citizens 
of Lomita Park asking the board to 
establish a lighting district in that 
locality was referred back to the peti¬ 
tioners, as the boundaries for the dis¬ 
trict were not defined. 

A communication from the Lomita 
Park Improvement Club complaining 
that flood waters had done consider¬ 
able damage to roads in that section, 
was referred to Supervisor Casey. 

A communication from Win. H. 
Hanson protesting against anyone us¬ 
ing the large flag pole in the court 
house grounds for wireless apparatus, 
and asked that the permission already 
granted by the "board be rescinded. 
The communication was ordered plac¬ 
ed file. 

The matter of appointing three com¬ 
missioners for the new fire district at 
San Bruno came up for consideration. 
A. A. LoReaux, E. M. A. Pallas, I). J. 
Lynch and Chris Fegan appeared in 
behalf of petitioners. 

Communications for and against the 
proposition were read. 

J. J. McNeil, Thos. F. Brady and A. 
H. Gillespie had been selected by the 
members of the two lire companies 
in San Bruno to be the fire commis¬ 
sioners, but Supervisor Casey recom¬ 
mended 1*. Kane, Thos. F. Brady and 
E. M. A. Pallas, and those gentlemen 
were appointed by the board. They will 
serve until the lirst Monday in April 
when an election will be held in the 
district for three commissioners to 
serve a full term. 

Supervisor Casey was given further 
time to report in the matter of the jail 
in this city being condemmed by the 
local board of health. 

The complaint of citizens of San 
Bruno in reference to the Eagle Roost 
saloon in that place was referred to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Swart and Tax Collect¬ 
or McSweeney. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor Casey, the mo¬ 
torcycle patrolmen of the county roads 
in the first, second and third townships 
were ordered to make complete semi¬ 
monthly reports to the board as to num- 
j ber of auto speeders arrested, fines paid, 
etc. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
expense of maintaining the patrol¬ 
men was ordered paid out of the 
general fund. 

Supervisor Francis objected to the 
patrolman being paid out of the gen¬ 
eral fund, stating that he believed 
they should be paid out of the road 
funds of the three districts. He said, 
as a member of the finance commit¬ 
tee, he would refuse to o. k. such 
claims to be paid out of the general 
fund. 

When the Daly City incorporation 
matter came up for final considera¬ 
tion, Attorney Cameron H. King ap¬ 
peared before the board and entered a 
| 1 

i protest on the result of the election 
j held in the district to be incorporated 
I last Saturday. He said that several 
I ballots had been laid aside and neither 
rejected nor counted. 

J. L. Brown, one of the election offi¬ 
cers told the board that several ballots 
had been rejected on account of distin¬ 
guishing marks. 


Steele also appeared and protested 
against the board canvassimithe result 
of the election. 

Mr.Steele stated that several viola¬ 
tions of law were committed at the 
election. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown a reso¬ 
lution was adopted declaring Daly 
City incorporated by a vote of 138 to 
138. The following were also declared 
elected; City Trustees— D. Quillinan, 
Edward Feryer, A. J. Green, M. Over- . 
house, T. J. Mullins. Clerk — W J. 
White. Treasurer—T. Sheehan. Mar¬ 
shal— Fred J. Hopper. 

Attorney King protested against the 
adoption of the lesolution. 


NEWS NOTES FROM 



To the Editor of The Enterprise—Sir: 
About a month ago the two lire com¬ 
panies, one having a building on San 
Mateo avenue, and the other one on 
the Jenevein tract, found themselves 
laboring under financial straits. The 
houses were built at a time when San 
Bruno was held in the throes of a i ac¬ 
tion which lasted for a period of two 
years on account of school difficulties. 
That question being permanently set¬ 
tled, the good sense of the leaders of 
the opposing sides predominated and 
the hatchet was buried so deep that it 
cannot be resurrected. 

There yet appears to be a semblance 
of discord which is endeavoring to fan 
into a fire a dying smudge by an ele¬ 
ment that never was considered seri¬ 
ously at any time during the hostili¬ 
ties. They are determined to continue 
the strife for the sole purpose of per¬ 
petuating hostility on general princi¬ 
ples. The question should be consid¬ 
ered on the broad plane of humanity 
and not from narrow prejudice which 
one leader and a remnant of the oppo¬ 
sition to a tire district have employed 
themselves. The intelligent reasoning 
and humane necessity of the fire dis¬ 
trict appeals to all as being one of the 
first laws of nature. The opposition 
are satisfied to become spectators at a 
fire and watch the misery and listen 
to the lamentations of the broken¬ 
hearted wife and children when the 
accumulations and earnings of a life¬ 
time of a struggling husband lights 
up the byways to the dearest spot on 
earth—home. It cannot be for the pur¬ 
pose of saving the miserly 50-cent piece 
to pay the tax, for they have already 
spent ten times the amount to defeat 
the proposition.

S. B. 1247, Estudillo, providing for 
the government of overflow districts. 

S. B. 691, Hurd, providing that indi¬ 
gent children may be provided with 
clothes by the county so that they may 
attend school. 

A. B. 1472, Hewett, allowing Reclam¬ 
ation District 818 to contract for the 
disposition of flood waters.

A. B. 1402, Ryan, providing that in 
case a criminal begins his term of im¬ 
prisonment and then gets a new trial, 
he may, on being resentenced, be given 
credit for the time previously served. 

A. B. 1150, Coghlan, authorizing any 
city to grant franchises for the laying 
of pipes on streets for the furnishing 
of steam heat. 

A. B. 667, Slater, providing that those 
conducting bathing places in water¬ 
ways must maintain signs giving the 
depth and location of adverse cur¬ 
rents. 

A. B. 1086, Crosby, allowing School 
Trustees to rent schoolhouses for lec¬ 
tures or other public purposes. 

A. B. 846, Cattell, extending the law 
relative to trespass to protect those 
who own cultivated unenclosed lands. 

A measure appropriating $65,000 for 
the construction of a dormitory and 
other buildings at the Davis State 
Farm was passed by the Senate. 

The Senate voted $5000 for the im¬ 
provement of a highway from the 
Shasta County line through Lassen to 
the Modoc County line. 

The Senate passed Assemblyman 
Bohnett’s proposed Constitutional 
Amendment abolishing the fee system 
in connection with Justice Courts. 

Labor won in the Senate when Cam- 
inetti’s bill forbidding injunctions to 
stop strikes or picketing went through 
the Upper House by a vote of 21 to 14. 

The Kehoe bill providing for a re¬ 
vision of the mechanics’ lien laws was 
passed in the Senate without discus¬ 
sion. 

The Senate passed the tide land 
bills, which transfer to Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and Oakland their water 
fronts.

The next 
mail brought a check for $100 from our 
then unknown bachelor, with a note, 
short and crisp, saying that the donor 
would like two little girls placed in 
homes.

I wrote the bachelor to what good 
effect the money had been used.

GIVES ROOSEVELT 
WARMWELGOME 

Crowds Cheer as He Passes 
Through Streets 

Unmistakably enthusiastic was the 
greeting given Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt during the first of his two 
days’ stay in Los Angeles. Cheering 
crowds greeted the Colonel upon his 
arrival at the railroad station in the 
morning, and they continued to voice 
their approval of him wherever he ap¬ 
peared, on the street or elsewhere. It 
was said by those who traveled with 
him on the train across the continent 
to have been by far the most enthusi¬ 
astic reception given the Colonel at 
any place he has been. 

A committee of citizens met Colonel 
Roosevelt’s train at San Bernardino 
and escorted him into Los Angeles.. In

CENTRAL AMERICAN TROUBLES 

Forty Killed in a Bloody Riot in Hon¬ 
duras. 

General Lara and General Palma, 
both of whom commanded divisions of 
; the Honduran troops in the recent up- 
! rising in the country, were killed in a 
riot at Comayaguela, a suberb of Te¬ 
gucigalpa, Honduras. The riot finally 
became a pitched battle and it is esti¬ 
mated that not less than forty of the 
revolters were killed and some fifty | 
others, including several women, were 
wounded. Among the dead is a son of 
Gerreral Dionicio Guitterrez. 

The respective forces of Generals 
Lara and Palma, who had been brought 
up to assist in the defense of Teguci¬ 
galpa against the rebels, had occupied 
Comayaguela. They had not yet dis¬ 
armed, according to the agreement en¬ 
tered into by ti e Government and rev¬ 
olutionary leaders with the peace com¬ 
missioners, and after the first collision 
were quick to draw their firearms and 
machetes. Generals Lara and Palma 
took part in the fighting, which lasted 
more than an hour. 

Great crowds of spectators gathered 
at points of vantage to watch the en¬ 
gagement, and many of them found 
escape shut off when the men came to 
close quarters. 

Forces under General Matuty, an¬ 
other veteran of the Nicaraguan revo¬ 
lution, were hastily dispatched to stop 
the battle and succeeded in separating 
the combatants. 

Sold German Battleship Plans. 

A Hamburg paper announces that 
four Germans and an Englishman have 
been arrested, charged with having 
transmitted to England plans and 
specifications for German warships 
under construction. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


The plight of the American Smelting 
Securities Company of Mexico as a 
result of the revolution has been of¬ 
ficially reported to the State Depart¬ 
ment by American Consul Freeman at 
Durango, who transmitted a report 
from the United States Consular 
Agent at Torreon, stating that unless 
relief was soon furnished all the 
plants of the company would close 
down. This would throw 8800 people 
out of employment and place 50,000 
people in dire need by the stopping 
of a pay roll of $80,000 a month at 
Velardena and Asarco. 

Eight rebel prisoners, captured at 
Agua Prieta during the battle there, 
were brought to Naco, Mexico. They 
will be taken to Cananea, where it is 
believed their trial will take place. 

The Vienna Neuefrei says it is re¬ 
ported that Archduke Franz Ferdi¬ 
nand is to marry the daughter of Kai¬ 
ser Wilhelm of Germany. In discuss¬ 
ing the rumor, the paper states there 
are numerous precedents for the mar 
riage of a member of the house of 
Hapsburg to a Protestant. 

Hero Loses His Life. 

An unidentified hero died in an am¬ 
bulance at Cleveland, O., after he had 
snatched Ernest Baker, a child, from 
in front of a fast train on a grade 
crossing. The man’s attempt to save 
the boy proved fruitless, the lad dy¬
